THE JJIXT PRESIDENT 


An explosion that carried with it 


awful results occurred this morning 
about half past seven o'clock, at 
Montpelier, Ind. 
This city of late 


has been the scene of several dread- 
ful accidents, but none have been so 
deplorable as was the one this morn 
ing. 


The citUens of that illy were sud- 


denly aroused by a terrific explosion 
that shook the entire city tnd caused 
great consternation. It was soon 
learned that the shock came from the 
explosion of the magazine, owned by 
the 
Empire 
Glycerine 
company 


which was located about one and one- 
half miles east of the city. 


Previous to the explosion J. O 


Heacock and Harry Wood were at 
work In the magazine and near the 
building stood a team of horses 
After 
tbe, 
explosion 
nothing 


could 
be 
found 
of either 
the 


horses except pieces of bones and 
flesh, and no traces of tbe two men 
could be found except the heart of 
one of them. 


How the accident occurred was not 


known, and tbe men seemed to have 
bad no warning of the awful explo- 
sion. 


The explosion was so great that it 


bhook the entire surrounding country 
as if an earthquake had occurred, and 
persons in this city at about that 
hour noticed a decided trembling 
of the earth that was strong enough 
to shake a dwelling. One of the uo- 
fortunate men, Geo. Heacock, was 
known by oil operators m this city, 
having made Lima his home for a 
short time about two years ago. He 
has been in the employ of explosive 
companies fu several years and was 
known fur cis bravery. While shoot 
leg an oil well in Pennsylvania at one 
time his prtsence of mind probably 
saved 
the 
lives ol ten 
persons 


an account of which was given in the 
TIMES DI.MOCKAT at the time it hap- 
pened.

glycerine into the well when he

grasned it lu his arms and drew it

other heroic deeds and seemed to 
have no fear of tbe deadly article 
He probably had become careless anc 
had nut taken the precautions that 
be snou'd have taken while working 
witli --uca a powerful and dangerous 
exo!o-<ive.

has to be .done — namely, the marking of 
certain points on the plaster cast and 
the determination of similar points in 
the marble. Various methods and in- 
struments have been recommended for

In practice a divided frame is used, 


and the exact distance of certain mark- 
ed points on th« plaster cast is accurate- 
ly mefwnsred. Filed points on the stone 
•re marked, and from tbwa the other 
points are measured with instruments.

Economy In Fuel. 


There are very few families in this 


country where economy is not practiced 
o some extent at least, or where the 
lilts for fuel are not deemed of sufficient 
.mportance to deserve a careful scrutiny. 
in tbe majority of households tbe coal 
)ill becomes little short of a terror, espe- 
cially during long and severe winters. 
Any way iu which this expenditure can 
>e cut down is hailed with delight by 
the great army of breadwinners, most 
of whom find it by no means easy to 
make both ends meet when pay duy, 
with its attendant bills, comes around. 


Careful personal attention will sooa 


convince any housekeeper that there is 
a good deal of waste in this department, 
and that it only requires the prudent 
baud of an interested person to make a 
decided difference in the gum expended. 


A large percentage of heat from coal 


goes np the chimney because the damp- 
ers are not properly adjusted. The fire 
is started, and the beat becomes intense. 
Instead of shutting off the draft and 
checking the fire, which is roaring like 
a blast furnace, tho idea seems to pre- 
vail that it must etay in this condition 
until tbe bouse is heated. By that time 
the first lot of fuel is almost consumed, 
with little result, except to heat the 
chimney and a portion of the outside air. 
If, instead of this manner of managing, 
the dampers were arranged as soon aa 
the fire "was well under way, the hot air 
would circulate through the pipes in- 
stead. A high degree of beat may be 
kept up by putting on coal a couple of 
shovelfuls at one time. Packing tbe 
heater with coal and allowing it to burn 
out is not the beat way to economize.— 
New York Ledger.

chiiiiL'O H the Cigar Stnrnp exchange, 
held at Paris, in the ancient Place Mau- 
bcrt, which is the resort of more curi- 
ous characteis than any other place in 
the world. 
On the steps which lead to 


it lioin the Boulevard St Germain 
tbo Parisian Cigar Stump exchange 
meets every pleasant afternoon. 


All members of the ext luinge bring 


their wares to these meetings in paper 
boxes. 
Theio is no dealing in futures. 


Eacii broker sells only the cigar ends ac- 
tually in his possession. 


The buyers on thia exchange are 


wholesalers aud retailers. 
Tbe whole- 


salers buy up all the stumps they can 
get for about a franc a pound, clean 
them, cut them up fine and sell the prod- 
uct in packages with fancy ,poverg as 
smuggled tobacco for 8 or 4 franca a 
pound. 


Tho government tobacco of similar 


quality costs' between 6 and 6 francs a 
pound. The retail buyers purchase only 
two or three pounds of stumps at a time 
for their own consumption. The prices 
on tha Tobacco Stump exchange vary, 
of course, as on other exchanges, accord- 
ins to tho relations of supply and de- 
mand. 


In winter, when fewer persons smoke 


in the street, fewer stumps are found in 
the gutters aud brongbt to tho exchange, 
and the sellers get 10 or 15 per cent 
more, for their stumps than they get in 
summer when 
the 
boulevards and 


squares ar« crowded witb smokers.— 
Paris Journal.
